Although Canadians are scarcely 
aware of censorship, it is operative 
through all channels of communica¬ 
tions. The main purposes are to pre¬ 
vent information reaching the enemy, 
and prevent anything adversely af¬ 
fecting Canada’s war effort.' 

Each of the different agencies for 
transmitting information, the press, 
the radio, the mails, the movies, cable, 
telegraph’ and wireless, presents its 
own problem to censorship authorities. 
Each is attended to by officials repre¬ 
senting’different depart menus of gov¬ 
ernment who meet on the co-ordina¬ 
tion committee for exchange of infor¬ 
mation and settlement of questions of 
policy. 

Cable censorship, as distinguished 
from other forms, involves the read¬ 
ing of practically all messages leaving 
Canada. For example, a person sail¬ 
ing on a ship might cable a friend in 
England that he was arriving at a 
certain port on a certain date, unwit¬ 
tingly giving the enemy information 
which would enable him to torpedo the 
ship. 

In press censorship, on the other 
hand, there is no prior reading of news 
dispatches or editorial matter. Pub¬ 
lishers, editors an i writers have been 
advised of the regulations and are 
presumed to know what material 's 
forbidden.

“jYfAY the year 1910 be a happy one for you!” 

This wish has been expressed as freely and 
frequently within the past few days, as in'any past 
year. And yet Everyone feels that it is to some degree 
a fantastic hope, lacking the solid basis of peace and 
amity between peoples. It is true that 1940 is an un¬ 
known, unexplored experience. It may be a year of 
great things. By some power or influence still invisible, 
the warring world may come to see the futility and evil, 
of the current waste and destruction. Men may lay¬ 
down arms and seek the ways of peace. If that should 
come about then 1940 will in truth be a happy year and 
a great year, a year that will be blessed within the 
memory of man. 

If, however, 1940 continues as it has begun, then the 
happiness which will be extracted is a matter of indi¬ 
vidual effort. It will take courage and determination to 
face aud rise abor t the dread probabilities which may lie 
in the future. So long as war hangs over the world, we 
will be companioned by the constant thought of suffering 
and violence and perhaps of person rl tosses. This sens'e 
of tragedy confronting us is inevitable, but against that 
as a minimizing influence, we may exercise a happy in¬ 
fluence within our own immediate sphere. 4t will be pos¬ 
sible to hkrmonize community relationships, to be kindly 
and understanding with those about us, to see the humor 
of little things, to take joy in the manifestations of nat¬ 
ural beauty, and in the warmth of human associations. 
It will be possible to deal fairly and hororably with oth¬ 
ers, to keep the open mind, and thus speed the day of 
world understanding and friendship. 

The year 1940 is given to us as aft individual gift*. 
Each of us will make some lasting" mark upon it./Our 
lives will have an influence for good or for ill, and the 
measure of that good or evil is in our own hands. Indi¬ 
vidual lives may «eem unimportant, but the sum total of 
these lives is all humanity.

TTflLL -High River be one of the training stations 
'' now being established under the Empire train¬ 
ing scheme? This is a much discussed question in the 
town and district, and one to which there is no answer 
so far. The advantages which the town possesses in its 
airport already established, and the hangars ready and 
waiting, ^ould stem to give this point advantage over 
new fields. No doubt the hangars would ha've to be en¬ 
larged to provide for-the lafger machines now in use. 
But " the heavy Investment which the present station 
represents, seems to warrant expenditure for. furthe: 
extenaion. 

Frequently one hears the quest'on: “Why don't town 
officials bestir themselves to get the air station opened ?' 
The answer to that is that everything humanly possible 
has been done for some time past, and continues to bo 
done, to extract a favorable word front the government. 
The Chamber of Commerce, the town council, every 
individual who might "make effective representation, 
have been png.iged in presenting the case for the High 
River air station. No method of appioach nor argument 
has been neglected. So if we do not see a revived air 
station, it will not he through any negligence on the 
part of local officials or public men, hut because of some 
unknown reason of unsuitability. 

In the meantime, the whole town is hoping. An addi¬ 
tional population would mean a gieat deal to High Riv- 
rr. A substantial new payroll would mean better busi¬ 
ness, demand for homes, and a general livening up of 
life in the town. The reopening of the air station is a 
prospect of 1940. ' ,

Whether there is any great accum¬ 
ulation of snow in the district this 
winter, the following letter from W. 
D. Trego to the Times, gives one view 
of building snow fences on highways. 
He also deals with snow farming as 
a winter pursuit in any dry land coun¬ 
try. Mr. Trego’s letter: 

Editor High River Times 

I noticed in your issue of Nov. 30th 
under the heading “Staw^ences— 
Sunshine Trail," you state/^The min¬ 
ister of public works is being asked 
to have snow fences built along a 
part of the Sunshine trail east of High 
River to overcome winter drifting.” 

I sincerely hope that the minister 
of public works will not let himself 
be induced to waste public funds by 
the erection of snow fences. 

There may be an occasional spot on 
that line where a short strip of snow¬ 
fencing might be erected permanently 
whereat would answer the purpose of 
keeping the snow out of the trail and 
not interfere with the farming of the 
adjoining lands, where there is a high 
hill which is too steep to farm inside 
the fence line. 

Wherever the land .is susceptible jf 
cultivation the snow can be kept out

show sample muse be carefully pre¬ 
pared and that it i : almost impossible 
to obtain a' show sample unless the 
bin run is of high quality. 

Exhibitors in the registered or cer¬ 
tified seed division must have at least 
50 bushels of grain on their farm of 
a quality equal to the half bushel 
placed in competition. Application to 
exhibit in this division must be made 
to the Dominion Seed Branch, Cal¬ 
gary, or the Field Crops Branch, Ed¬ 
monton, at least two weeks before the 
fair. This allows fieldmen time to ob¬ 
tain a representative -sample. Exhibi¬ 
tors in the registered or certified seed 
division must show field inspection re¬ 
ports. 

Uniform and relatively large size 
grain is important. The colour should 
be bright and lustrous. Samples should 
have a high weight per measured 
bushel and all foreign grains, weeds, 
dirt and chaff should be removed. As 
much cleaning as possible should be 
done with the fanning mill before fin¬ 
ishing with a hand screen. 

Prospective exhibitors may send an 
envelope sample of grain to the F’ield 
Crops branch, Edmonton, for exam¬ 
ination to determine the sizes of 
screens best suited for preparing the 
sample. The necessary hand screens

Snow farming is both simple and 
economical. After the first snowfall of

1914 and 1939; Gradual 
Wearing of Germany in War 
of Attrition 

William Henry Chamberlain, in the 
Christian Science Monitor, compares 
the balance sheet of strength as be¬ 
tween contending forces of Europe, 
now and in 1914. 

Up to the eve of Hitler’s invasion of 
Poland, he says, it had been expected 
that Italy, Spain, Hungary and per¬ 
haps Japan might be in the German 
bloc. But this anti-Comintern pact so 
carefully built up by Germany crum¬ 
bled before the shock of the German 
agreement with the Soviet. This im¬ 
proved British and French position in 
the Mediterranean and far east. 

But the “peace front” which Brit¬ 
ish and French were trying to create 
also collapsed. Soviet Union broke 
away, Poland was knocked out, Ru¬ 
mania and other Balkan states are 
clinging to neutrality. I The only solid 
asset that Britain has east of the 
Rhine is Turkey. So Germany has on¬ 
ly one front to watch instead of two 
as in the world war. 

However, Britain and France are 
better prepared than in 1914. Con¬ 
scription was in force in Britain be¬ 
fore the war, instead of being intro¬ 
duced two years later as in the World 
War. Unity of command of land for¬ 
ces is under the French General from 
the commencement, unlike 1914 when 
Foch was Generalissimo of the Allies 
only in the last year. 

France in 1914 bore the first brunt 
of German attack, losing valuable 
mines and factories. But this time 
France has mobilized In order, with 
fine fortification, and has also the iron 
of Lorraine. 

In respect to present armies, Ger¬ 
mans are the largest, French the be3t 
trained. Britain has so far only 200- 
000 met* in the field, all well trained 
and well equipped. The German army 
is said to be short of trained officers. 

Sea and Money 

Two great assets of France and 
Britain are the command of the seas, 
and large quantities of gold and for¬ 
eign currency. Germany has lost 
40# of its pre-war trade with foreign 
countries and is almost stripped of fin¬ 
ancial reserves. 

Economic Allies 

Germany probably has enough 
staple foods to ward off actual starva¬ 
tion for some years. But it is doubt¬ 
ful if it can match the Allies in es¬ 
sential raw materials for war. Even 
with access to Russia’s resources, no 
one can compare the industrial effic¬ 
iency of Russia with such economic 
allies as United States, to say nothihg 
of Canada and other overseas markets 
to which Allies have access. 

Gradual Wearing Down 

Probabilities point to a gradual 
wearing down of Germany in a war 
of attrition, if the stalemate of the 
first months is prolonged indefinitely. 

May Let Loose 

Convinced that there is ho chance 
of a peace that would permit absorp¬ 
tion eastern conquests, the Reich may 
let loose a terrific air offensive against 
Britain. No one knows retaliatory 
measures. But some believe that Ger¬ 
many at present could give better 
than it might get in aerial attack. It
